Kirk and Williams early agreed 
to the district attorney 's proposal 
bu t Kerrigan held back for a ! 
time, ex pressing a desire to con­ 
su lt his attorney first. Finally he 
agreed to plead to the k idnaping 
by ex tortion charge and the 
three immediately were tak en to 
Ju dge Frick e’s cou rt. 
After the pleas were entered, 
Gettle told briefly from the wit­ 
ness stand how he was k idnaped 
from his Arcadia cou ntry estate 
last Wednesday night after an 
all day party .
